ihe  seven-story  New  Main,  to  be  built  on  the  Civic  Center's  Marshall 
Square,  will  more  than  double  the  usable  space  of  the  current  Main  Library 
while  retaining  the  same  heighi 


n  Larkin  and  Fulton  Streets,  its  facade  will  be  compatible  with  the 
Beaux  Arts  style  of  other  Civic  Center  buildings.  On  Grove  and  Hyde  Streets, 
the  facade  will  have  a  more  ccmemporary  feel  to  link  it  to  the  commercial 
activity  on  Market  So^eeL 


Inside,  the  New  Main  will  bs  dramatically  different  from  its  predecessor. 
At  its  center  will  be  a  five-story  atrium,  50  feet  in  diameter,  topped  by  a  dis- 
tinctive skylight  that  will  allow  naroral  light  to  flow  through  the  300-foot  by 
2G0-foot  building.  A  Grand  Staircase  rising  through  the  atrium,  bridges  con- 
necting floors  across  light  wells,  and  a  unique  configuration  of  open  spaces 
will  contribute  to  the  New  Main's  feeling  of  warmth  and  welcome. 


iViost  importantly,  the  New  Main  will  reflect  a  successful  design  effort 
that  has  merged  structure  with  function  to  serve  the  large  and  diverse  com- 
munities of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  The  following  floor-by-floor  tour 
highlights  some  of  the  centers  and  services  the  New  Main  will  offer  children, 
book  lovers,  business  people,  the  blind,  scholars,  teenagers,  the  nonliterate, 
students,  researchers,  newcomers — in  short,  all  the  patrons  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Library. 


LOWER  LEVEL 


THE  CONFERENCE  CENTER: 


AUDITORIUM/MEETING  ROOMS  (1  and  2) 

Plans  for  the  New  Main  include  a  299-rixed-seat  auditorium  for  presentations  and  perfor- 
mances, along  with  a  conference  complex  of  dividabie  space  to  accommodate  tv^-o 
simultaneous  meetings.  The  complex  will  host  public  forums  and  provide  a  space  for 
community  groups  to  meeL  A  serang  kitchen  attached  to  the  complex  will  allow  for 
catered  events. 


MEDIA  PRODUaiON  STUDIO  (3) 

Meeting  rooms  throughout  the  New  Main  will  be  electronically  equipped  to  provide 
capabilities  for  recording  and  broadcasting  programs.  A  media  production  studio  will 
house  modem  facilities  and  equipment  which  will  allow  library  staff  to  record  events 
and  presentations  which  can  then  be  distributed  throughout  the  building,  the  library 
system  and  the  city. 


EXHIBIT  GALLERY  (4) 

The  Exhibit  Gallery  will  be  environmentally  controlled  for  temperature  and  humidity  to 
safeguard  rare  and  valuable  artwork  and  artifacts  from  the  library's  own  collections,  as 
well  as  those  on  loan  from  other  institutions  such  as  the  Smithsonian,  the  New  York 
Public  library  and  the  Library  of  Congress.  Exhibits  mounted  here  may  also  complement 
special  presentations  taking  place  in  the  auditorium.  The  gallery/auditorium/meeting 
room  complex  will  be  accessible  to  the  public  for  receptions  and  other  events  even 
when  the  library  is  dosed. 


CAFE  (5) 

The  Cafe  will  offer  beverages  and  light  snacks  with  table  and  counter  seating  for  up  to 
50  patrons. 


MAIN  FLOOR 


GROVE  STREET  ENTRANCE  (1) 

The  Grove  Street  EnLnnce  will  be  the  library's  main  entrance  from  Market  Street 
and  public  transit  lines  (BART  and  NIUNl).  Automatic  sliding  glass  doors  and  a 
ramp  entry  will  facilitate  access  for  thjs  physically  impaired  Public  lockers  will  be 
located  at  this  entrance.  The  72-foct-v,Tde  entry  will  lead  directly  to  the  library's 
central  security  point,  and  from  there  to  elevators,  the  Grand  Staircase  and  access 
to  all  centers  and  services. 


BROWSING  UBRARY  (2) 

Like  a  well-appointed  bookstore,  the  Brov.'sing  Library  will  feature  attractive  dis- 
plays and  a  physical  arrangement  designed  to  encourage  wandering  and  explora- 
tiorL  Here,  patrons  will  find  new  releases,  books  in  popular  subjects,  new  videos 
and  current  daily  local,  regional  and  national  newspapers. 


CENTER  FOR  THE  DEAF  &  HEARING  IMPAIRED  (3) 

The  Center  for  the  Deaf  &.  Hearing  Impaired  will  house  book  and  closed-cap-  ^ 
tioned  video  collections  pertirjent  to  the  needs  of  the  hearing  impaired  commu- 
nity. Patrons  will  have  the  use  of  TDD  (Telecommunications  Device  for  the  Deaf) 
equipment  and  individual  smdyAideo  carrels.  An  adjacent  conference  room 
equipped  with  large-screen  video  will  be  available  for  group  study  and  video 
screenings. 


FIRST  STOP  REFERENCE  (4)  /  CHECKOUT  &  RETURN  (5) 

First  Stop  Reference  will  be  the  New  Main's  front-line  information  service  desk. 
Library  staff  stationed  here  will  assist  patrons  in  using  the  library's  facilities  and 
services.  Book  Check-Out  and  Return  will  include  a  serv^ice  counter  for 
interlibrary  loan  and  reserved  book  pick-up. 

On-line  catalog  terminals  will  be  situated  adjacent  to  the  reference  desk  for  pa- 
trons' use.  Additional  terminals  will  be  located  in  all  public  service  departments 
throughout  the  New  Main. 


GRAND  STAIRCASE  (6) 

The  Grand  Staircase  begirds  on  the  main  floor  and  rises  through  the  building,  af- 
fording a  view  of  services  and  activities  on  each  floor  as  it  climbs  the  five -story 
atrium  leading  to  a  disLincti\-e  skyiighL 


UPPER  MAIN  FLOOR 


THE  CHILDREN'S  CENTER  (1) 

The  Children's  Center  is  designed  to  provide  services  to  children  ranging  in  age 
from  toddlers  through  junior  high  school  students,  as  well  as  to  parents  and 
child-care  providers.  For  older  children,  there  will  be  seating  and  tables  for 
chess  and  other  games.  Younger  children  will  enjoy  a  large  picture  book  col- 
lection in  a  quiet  area  where  paienis  cm  read  to  their  children. 

After-school  tutoring,  expanded  stcr/  hours  and  other  programs  will  be  offered 
in  a  setting  three  times  as  large  as  the  children's  facilities  in  the  existing  Main. 
The  center  ^111  house  a  remarkable  collection  of  children's  books  in  40  lan- 
guages, audio  and  video  tapes,  magizLnes,  and  a  large  multicultural  folk  and 
fairy  tale  collection. 

STORY  TELUNG  ROOM  (2) 

Adjacent  to  the  picture  bock  collection  will  be  a  carpeted  area  designed  to 
accommodate  small  children  comfcrLably  for  story  telling  sessions. 

CHILDREN'S  HISTORICAL  LITERATURE  COLLECTION  (3) 

The  Eflie  Lee  Morris  Historical  &.  Research  Collection  of  Children's  Litera- 
ture— named  for  the  first  children's  coordinator  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library — ^will  contain  more  than  30,CXX)  volumes,  including  signed  first  edi- 
tions and  original  manuscripts  for  use  by  scholars  and  researchers.  Books 
focusing  on  children  of  San  Francisco's  many  ethnic  populations  will  be  a 
special  feature  of  the  colleaioa 

CUTDOOR  TERRACE  (4) 

Accessible  only  through  the  Children's  Center,  the  Outdoor  Terrace  will 
offer  one  of  the  few  protected  open-air  spaces  for  children  in  the  Tender- 
loin neighborhood. 

THE  CHILDREN'S  CREATIVE  CENTER  (5) 

The  Children's  Creative  Center  will  accommodate  up  to  170  children  for 
films,  live  performances  and  crafts  programs.  The  Creative  Center  will 
double  the  space  currently  available  for  children's  programming  in  the  ex- 
isting Main. 

CHILDREN'S  ELECTRONIC  DISCOVERY  CENTER  (6) 

Children  will  be  able  to  exptore  the  many  facets  of  computer  technology  in 
the  ElectnDnic  Discovery  Center.  Tne  center's  multimedia  terminals  will  give 
children  the  opportunity  to  experiment  with  on-line  networking,  computer 
graphics,  animation  technk^ues  and  learner-initiated  educational  software 
featuring  new  reading  and  math  skills. 


UPPER  MAIN  FLOOR 


FULTON  AND  LARKIN  STREETS  ENTRANCES  (7and  8) 
BRIDGE  GALLERY  &  CONCOURSE  (9) 

"Hie  Fulton  and  Larkin  Street  entnnces  and  lobby  area5  will  include  space  for 
exhibits  and  displays,  and  will  provide  access  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
information  desk,  offices,  bookstore  and  gift  shop,  and  the  Center  for  literacy. 
Self-service  directional  guides  will  be  placed  at  each  entrance.  A  separate  en- 
trance will  be  located  in  a  low-tnfTiC  area  adjacent  to  the  Center  for  the  Blind  & 
Visually  Impaired. 

A  suspended  "bridge"  will  link  th^  Larkin  and  Fulton  street  entrances  to  the 
Grand  Staircase  and  the  interior  of  the  library.  Overlooking  the  main  floor  and 
.  affording  views  of  open  stacks  on  the  floors  above,  this  concourse  will  be  a 
"vista  point"  of  the  heart  of  the  New  Main. 


THE  CENTER  FOR  THE  BUND  &  VISUALLY  IMPAIRED  (10) 

The  New  Main  will  be  "user  friendly*  for  visually  impaired  patrons,  with  tactile 
pathways  to  enable  the  blind  and  visually  impaired  to  utilize  the  entire  building.^ 
In  addition,  infrared  transmitters  thai  activate  'talking  signs"  will  guide  visually 
impaired  visitors  through  the  Ebrary  with  pre-recorded  messages. 

In  the  Center  for  the  Blind  &  Visually  Impaired,  high  technology  devices  —  such 
as  portable  information  processing  equipment  with  braille  keyboards,  speech 
synthesizers  and  electrom'c  reading  systems  for  people  with  low  vision  —  will 
facilitate  reading. 

Text  scanning  devices  will  rm]cp  the  entire  library  collection  available  to  blind 
and  visually  impaired  patrons  by  enlarging  print,  providing  voice  output,  and 
transforming  print  into  braille.  The  services  for  the  blind  in  the  New  Main  will 
be  a  model  for  libraries  across  the  country. 


THE  CENTER  FOR  LITERACY  (11) 

The  Center  for  Literacy,  the  library's  ongoing  literacy  program,  will  be  located 
adjacent  to  the  Bridge  Gallery  S:  Concourse.  Literacy  tutoring  will  be  conducted 
in  conference  rooms  throughout  the  New  Main,  as  well  as  at  branch  Libraries. 
The  center  will  serve  as  an  easily  accessible  location  to  interview  prospective 
students  and  tutors,  and  to  coordioate  the  program. 
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SECOND  FLOOR 


THE  NEWCOMERS  HELP  CENTER  (1) 

Identified  by  colorful  banners  in  various  languages,  the  Newcomers  Help  Center 
will  focus  on  the  information  needs  of  individuals  of  all  ages  and  nationalities 
who  are  new  to  San  Francisco.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  language  instaiction 
materials  in  book,  audio  and  video  format  for  those  who  want  to  leam  English, 
and  help  for  those  who  are  working  to  become  U.S.  citizens. 

The  center's  reference  collection  of  Eigiish  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  books, 
videotapes  and  cassettes  will  complement  the  circulating  ESL  materials  in  the 
Audiovisual  DepartmenL  In  all,  the  New  Main  will  offer  27,000  reference  and 
circulating  books  in  languages  other  than  English.  The  center  will  feature  multi- 
lingual video  orientation  kiosks,  as  well  as  a  comfortable  area  for  reading 
newspapers  and  magazines  from  around  the  world. 


THE  HUMANITIES  &  GENERAL  COLLEaiONS  CENTER  (2) 

The  Humanities  &  General  Collections  Center  v<all  provide  information  services 
in  all  subjects  except  those  covered  by  specialized  departments.  It  will  include 
reference  and  circulating  materials  in  philosophy,  religion,  psychology, 
sociology,  education,  linguistics,  science ,  literature,  history  and  biography. 

Located  within  the  center,  and  adjacent  to  the  teen  collection,  will  be  a  study 
area  that  offers  students  of  all  ages  a  concentrated  collection  of  materials  to 
support  their  work.  The  collection  will  include  reference  materials  that  highlight 
and  support  research  in  the  ethnic  diversity  of  San  Frandsco,  such  as  African- 
American  studies,  Latino  and  Hispanic  heritage,  Asian-Pacific  cultures  and 
Native- American  studies.

SECOND  FLOOR 


JAMES  C.  HORMEL  GAY  &  LESBIAN  CENTER  (4) 

The  Gay  &  Lesbian  History  C^iter  will  house  a  comprehensive  collection  of 
books,  journals,  and  audiovisual,  oral  history  and  archival  materials  that  reflect 
the  lives  and  history  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  community  of  San  Francisco.  The 
center  will  also  feature  an  exter-sive  collection  of  gay  and  lesbian  literature, 
fiction  and  nonfiction,  by  local,  national  and  international  authors. 


TEEN  SERVICES  CENTER  (5) 

Brightly  decorated  vvath  posters  and  neon  signs,  the  Teen  Center  will  be  a  visual 
magnet  for  teenagers  in  the  New  Main,  and  a  place  to  call  their  own.  The  center, 
a  new  service  geared  spedfically  to  the  1 3-to-17  age  group,  will  house  a 
collection  of  books,  tapes,  magazines  and  compact  discs.  Staffed  by  librarians 
specializing  in  young  adult  materials  and  services,  and  centrally  located  on  the 
second  floor,  the  center  will  offer  teenagers  a  gateway  to  the  resources  of  the 
New  Main.  A  nearby  conference  room  will  be  available  for  Teen  programs,  while 
the  adjacent  Humanities  &  General  Collections  Center  will  provide  reference 
materials  for  study  and  homework  assignments. 


THIED  FLOOR 


THE  CENTER  FOR  BUSINESS  &  TECHNOLOGY  (1) 

The  Center  for  Business  &  Tedmclogy  will  provide  comprehensive  reference 
services  to  the  San  Frandsco  and  Bay  Area  business  community,  including  cor- 
porations, small  businesses,  individual  investors,  entrepreneurs,  job  seekers  and 
market  researchers. 

The  center's  resources  will  include  a  170,000-volume  book  collection  in  the 
areas  of  management,  investment,  economics,  commerce,  trade,  computer 
science,  telecommunications,  and  business  and  industrial  technology. 

Financial  services  and  business  per'odical  indexes  will  be  available  in  both  print 
and  electromc  fonnats.  Of  the  Main's  7,000  current  periodicals,  3,000  are 
related  to  business  or  technology.  The  center's  on-line  catalogs  and  CD-ROM 
terminals  will  provide  access  to  the  latest  U.S.  census  data,  as  well  as  citations 
and  full-text  articles  from  thousands  of  current  business  and  trade  jourruls,  and 
newspapers. 

EXPEDITED  SERVICE  TO  BUSINESS 

Experienced  business  reference  librarians  will  manage  this  fee-based  service 
to  businesses.  Companies  will  be  able  to  request  extended  research  to  sup- 
port their  business  needs.  On-line  database  searches,  as  well  as  conven- 
tional research  assignments,  will  be  available  to  the  business  community. 
This  service  will  complerrent  ±Le  mimicipal  reference  service  which  pro- 
vides research  for  San  Francisco  dry  offidals. 

PACinC  RIM  TRADE  CENTER 

A  comprehensive  collection  of  trade  journals,  directories  and  import-export 
business  guides  taII  comprise  this  center  for  the  international  business 
researcher. 

JOB  AND  CAREER  INFORMATION  CENTER  (2) 

The  Job  and  Career  Information  Center  will  provide  public-access  computer 
terminals  for  individuals  seeking  jobs,  career  changes  or  career  advance- 
menL  Patrons  may  use  these  microcomputers  to  revise  resumes  and  cus- 
tomize letters  to  potential  employers.  They  may  consult  job  announcements 
and  peruse  test  preparation  manuals  for  jobs  in  a  broad  array  of  occupa- 
tions and  professions.  A  career  guidance  service  will  help  prospective  col- 
lege students  assess  institutions  of  higher  learning,  their  curricula  and  costs. 


THIRD  FLOOR 


THE  CENTER  FOR  ART  &  MUSIC  (3) 

The  Center  for  Art  &  Music  wHl  offer  scholars,  musicians,  artists,  performers  and 
interested  patrons  a  comple'^  research  department  devoted  to  the  visual  and 
performing  arts.  Here,  research  activia'es  will  support  and  enrich  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Bay  Area  arts  community. 

THE  ART  COLLECTION 

The  center  will  contain  an  extensive  art  book  collection,  art  folios,  photo- 
graphs and  an  electronic  inrage  bank.  In  the  existing  Main,  art  reproduc- 
tions and  images  are  stored  in  a  dozen  file  cabinets.  In  the  New  Main,  an 
image  bank,  stored  in  Lhe  mainframe  computer,  will  house  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  pictures  which  may  be  displayed  on  high  resolution  monitors  and 
reproduced  on  color  laser  printers. 

THE  MUSIC  COLLEaiON  [4] 

The  Music  Collection  will  cE'er  facilities  for  the  study  and  enjoyment  of  or- 
chestral, popular,  folk  and  jazz  music.  Patrons  may  review  scores,  listen  to 
compositions  and  even  create  synthesized  orchestral  music  on  a  computer 
keytxjard  They  will  ha\-e  access  to  an  extensive  compact  disc  and  audiotape 
collection  as  well  in  the  adpcent  Audiovisual  Center. 

If  acquisition  arrangements  are  successful,  the  Center  for  Art  &  Music  will 
become  home  to  one  of  the  premier  musical  score  anthologies,  the  Dorothy 
Starr  Collection.  The  coEecion  contains  several  hundred  thousand  pieces  of 
sheet  music  which  would  be  available  to  composers,  students  and  hobbyists. 
The  acquisition  would  augment  the  library's  existing  collection  of  musical 
scores  and  sheet  music  ^iikii  numbers  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands. 


THE  AUDIOVISUAL  CENTER  [5] 

The  Audiovisual  Center  will  bouse  a  substantial  collection  of  audio  and  video 
tapes  and  compact  discs  intended  for  circulation  and  for  listening  and  viewing 
at  the  center's  audio  and  video  stations.  The  collection  will  encompass  a  broad 
spectrum  of  the  performing  arts,  as  well  as  instructional  and  educational  materi- 
als.

FOURTH  FLOOR 


THE  MAGAZINES  &  NEWSPAPERS  CENTER  (1) 

The  Magazines  &  Newspapers  Center  will  be  a  spectacular  two-story,  glass- 
enclosed  space  with  views  from  the  main  floor  to  the  roof.  The  center  will 
provide  open  shelving  for  bound,  current-issue  volumes,  storage  space  for 
microfilm,  on-line  public  access  catalog  terminals  and  CD-ROM  periodical 
indexes.  Tne  New  Main  v^ll  ofTer  ISO  current  newspapers,  7,S00  current 
periodical  subscriptions,  and  a  collection  of  several  hundred  thousand  periodical 
backfiles  in  both  bound  volumes  and  microfilm. 

THE  GOVERNMENT  1NF0R.W\T10N  CENTER  (2) 
(Includes  Stegner  Environmental  Center) 

The  Center  for  Government  Infcr-iaLion  will  provide  service  to  patrons  needing 
legd  or  government  infornuL'cn,  is  well  is  access  to  data  found  in  government 
publications.  Here,  patrons  may  gither  information  on  a  wealth  of  topics,  in- 
cluding public  administration,  environmental  issues,  health  and  occupational 
safety,  foreign  policy,  contrac's,  trade  information  and  demographics.  Resources 
will  include  a  comprehensive  census  data  collection. 

The  center      administer  the  Documents  Collections  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  which  includes  agendas  and  minutes  of  city  boards  and  commis-  , 
sions,  and  all  publications  of  city  agencies  and  departments.  The  center  will  be 
a  complete  depository  for  Sta'^  of  California  documents,  and  will  provide  nearly 
comprehensive  coverage  of  federal  and  regional  government  documents.  The 
center  also  ^ill  house  the  Municpil  Reference  Service  which  provides  research 
to  San  Francisco  city  ofTiciiLs. 


PATENTS  &  TRADEMARKS  CEiNTER  (3) 

At  the  Patents  &  Trademarks  Center,  patent  researchers  vkdll  be  able  to 
search  the  entire  collection  of  U.S.  patents  and  trademarks  from  1790  to 
the  present. 


MAIN  GALLERY  (1) 

The  Main  Gallery,  at  the  upper  terminus  of  the  Grand  Staircase  and  atrium,  will 
be  a  6,500-square-foot  display  area  which  will  feature  a  variety  of  exhibits  from 
the  Main's  collections,  as  well  as  frcm  the  collections  of  other  institutions. 


BOOK  ARTS  AND  SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS  (2) 

San  Frandsco  has  long  been  a  cfrfc  for  those  who  appreciate  the  art  of  the 
book — rare  book  coUecODrs,  small  presses  and  fine  arts  printers.  The  Center  for 
the  Book  will  provide  the  oppcmmicy  and  setting  to  celebrate  this  art  and  dis- 
play the  library's  special  colleoicns  of  books,  manuscripts  and  archival  material 

The  Center  for  the  Book  will  ensure  the  preservation  and  accessibility  of  the 
librar/s  treasures.  Visitors  may  brc^r-se  through  open  shelving  and  examine 
books  and  manuscripts  stored  in  dosed  stacks.  The  center  will  have  a  separate 
environmental  control  system  to  maintain  steady  temperature  and  humidity 
levels  to  protect  rare  books  and  m- 'prink  for  future  generations. 


THE  CENTER  FOR  SAN  FRANCISCO  HISTORY  (2) 

The  Center  for  San  Frandsco  Kistcr/  v^ill  capture  the  essence  of  San  Francisco's 
life  and  heritage  through  comprehensive  collections  of  books,  old  nev/spapers, 
historic  photographs,  memoirs  arxi  diaries,  and  ofTidal  archives  and  records.  In 
addition,  the  center  will  house  a  cdleclion  of  works  of  literature  set  in  San 
Francisco,  movies  filmed  in  the  dty,  neighborhood  newspapers  and  maps,  and 
oral  history  tapes  and  videos. 

Center  staff  will  help  scholars  arxl  school  children,  tourists  and  residents  learn 
about  the  city's  colorful  history  and  traditions.  The  Center  for  San  Francisco 
History  will  serve  as  both  a  community  and  academic  resource,  with  long-term 
study  carrels  for  visiting  writers  ird  researchers.  The  center's  collection  will 
provide  a  complete  picture  of  one  of  the  world's  most  diverse  and  interesting 
cities. 


ROOF  GARDEN  &  TERRACE  (3) 

Atop  the  New  Main  will  be  a  roofoop  garden  and  terrace  adjacent  to  the  Center 
for  the  Book  and  the  Center  for  San  Frandsco  History.  Designed  as  a  place  to 
take  a  break  from  work  and  study,  this  space  will  be  landscaped  and  open  to 
the  sky.

Technology  At  The  New  Main 


Lots  of  Computer  Catalogs:  The  New  Main  Library  will  have  more  than  250  Public  Access  Catalog 
terminals.  In  addition  to  being  able  to  search  the  Library's  catalog  oFbooks,  videos,  cassettes,  etc., 
every  terminal  will  be  able  to  search  the  community  information  databases  —  the  John  P.  Maguire 
HIV/ AIDS  Information  File  and  the  Sally  Brunn  Neighborhood  Associations  Database  --  as  well  as 
the  EBSCO  periodicals  index  with  the  Full  text  of  350  magazines. 

Multi-Media  Workstations:  There  will  be  more  than  30' multi-media  workstations.  Tnese  will 
display  images  of  materials  selected  from  the  Library's  collections,  including  historic  photographs  of 
San  Francisco,  documents  and  documentary  film  footage  from  the  Gay  &  Lesbian  Archives,  and 
samples  of  sheet  music  from  the  Dorothy  Starr  Music  Collection. 

Workstations  for  People  with  Sight  Impairments:  TTiere  will  be  30  workstations  designed  for  use  by 
people  with  sight  impairments.  These  stations  will  include  enlarged  screen  displays  and  voice 
output.  The  New  Main  will  also  feature  "Talking  Signs"  that  will  help  guide  people  with  impaired 
vision,  without  interfering  with  other  patrons' use  of  the  Library. 

WorJcstatJons  for  People  with  Learning  Disabilities:  There  will  be  several  workstations  designed  for 
the  learning  disabled.  TTvese  stations  will  utilize  special  software  to  help  users  organize  their  work 
and  research,  as  well  as  text  display  enhancements. 

Internet:  The  New  Main  Library  will  have  workstations  with  access  to  the  Internet,  allowing  our 
patrons  free  use  of  the  vast  international  resources  of  the  'net. 

Dial-up  Access:  The  Library  already  has  dial-up  modems,  allowing  people  wdth  computers  at  home 
or  the  office  to  dial  in  and  use  the  catalog  and  other  databases.  More  diaJ-in  ports  will  be  added  as 
we  approach  the  opening  day  of  the  New  Main  Library.  . 

City  Services  Directory:  The  computer  catalog  will  soon  include  a  database  of  city  services, 
developed  in  cooperation  with  other  city  agencies.  Using  this  database,  patrons  will  be  able  to  find 
out  about  available  health  and  social  services,  activities  at  the  Recreation  &  Park  Department  and  a 
variety  of  other  city  agencies.  This  project  is  funded  by  a  ^ant  from  the  National 
Telecommunications  Information  Agency  (NTIA). 

Computer  Maps  and  Directories:  The  New  Main  Library  wall  have  computer  maps  to  help  patrons 
"navigate"  through  the  building. 


Auditorium  and  Meeting  Rooms:  These  areas  vsdll  be  equipped  to  record  and  broadcast  programs. 
TTiere  will  also  be  an  adjacent  media  production  studio  for  taping  audio  and  video  presentations.
